THE FRONTIER TRAGEDY. 


Dramatic Meeting of the French and Ger- 
man Magistrates. 
Fpecial cablegram to the Post- 

Paris, September 29.—A dramatic picture is 
given by the Figaro correspondent, who was 
present at the joint inspection by the French 
and German magistrates of the spot where the 
French officer and his attendant were shot at 
Raon-sur-Plaine. M. Sadoul, 
istrate, came unattended by any guards and 
unarmed. He is asmali man and was dressed 
in dark clothes. He touched his low -· crowned 
Derby bat as a German commissioner ad- 
vanced with a guard of fifteen soldiers under 
arms. The German magistrate was in. full 
dress uniform, with his breast cov 
ered with medals and orders. The 
Germans halted at the frontier Une, 
whereupon the French magistrate signed to 
the German official to cross the boundary, 
saying with polite irony, ‘‘There is no danger 
on this side.’’ Pointing to the blood-stained 
ground, as the German magistrate advanced, 
M. Sadoul remarked: 

Here you see the place where the assassin- 
ation occurred.’’ 

No, no, rejoined the German. It was 
simply an accident.’’ 

An accident? When your man fired three 
times?’’ 

He was young, M. Le Proceurer-General,’’ 
replied the German official. ‘‘He misunder- 
stood his orders.’’ 

A FATAL EXCLAMATION, 

That's not so!’’ exclaimed the officer in 
command of the, frontier guard who had re- 
mained upon German territory with bis men; 
It was nota misunderstanding. It was an 
excess of zeal on the part of the soldier on 
guard. 

The French were shocked at the exclama- 
tion. The two magistrates turned pale. Both 
understood that the utterance of this phrase 
had put an end to their interview. M. Sadoul 
saluted the German commissioner and turned 
on his heel. The German magistrate there- 
upon withdrew across. the the frontier line 
and signed to the officer commanding the lit- 
tle detachment. The latter immediately 
shouted: To the right, wheel, march, and 
there was heard the tramp, tramp ofthe sol- 
diers who marobed with savage energy away 
from where the shooting had taken place. 

The display of force on the German side,and 
the absence of it on the part of the French, 
present a picture entirely in keeping with 
French policy. They adhere rigidly to the line 
of representing in as dramatic a way as possi- 
ble that the Germans are aggressors, and the 
ones who bring forward the strong arm of 
military power upon the smallest provoca- 
tion. 


MONSIEUR LEBIGNE’S STATEMEST. 

Paris, September 29.—M. Lebigne, a banker 
at Nancy, who is the lessee of the ground 
where the shooting occurred, and who was 
one of the party of sportsmen, says: Our 
party kept the frontier linea few yards on 
the left. While descending & c 
absolutely exposed on the German side, 
When the first shot was fired I heard the hiss 
of a bullet overhead. Before I had recov- 
ered from my surprise, a second shot kijled 
the keeper, 
Wagner. I summoned the local authorities. 
We found blood pools on French soul. Ire- 
quested a Sergeant of gendarmes to mark a 
tree atthe spot. I swear that neither chal- 
lenge norcry was addressed tous. Had the 
Germans uttered a sound we must have heard 
them.’’

The Vexed Indiana Subject Holds the Ladies 
ofthe G. A, R. Auxiliary Belief Corps, 
and They Lose Their Lunch—Result 
Reached at 2 O'’clotk—The Vote— 
Prominent Speakers for Harmony and 
-Reconciliation—Thc Committee’s Report. 


The second day’s session of the Woman's 
Relief Corps National Convention commented 
this morning shortly before 10 o’clock. The 
hall was filled in every portion with the fair 
delegates, and the greatest interest was mani- 
fested in the proceedings, which as 
heretofore were conducted with closed 
doors. If anything in the 9 
of a man approached the lobby 
vestibule leading to the hall he was put 
through a course of close questioning, and if 
he insisted that his business was of import- 
ance he was requested to state the nature of 
it on a card and it was handed through a 
panel-opening and passed up to the Presi- 
dent’s table. There can be no doubt 
about the earnest intentions of these 
distinguished ladies directing the ak- 
fairs of the G. A. R. auxiliary department. 
They get through a great deal of business in 
regular order quietly, and even with more 
rapidity than thoseof the other sex. Cer- 
tainly there is more dignity in debate and 
there are fewer personalities indulged in. 

After reading the reports of various officers, 
details of which have already apveared, 
the vexed question of the day, the 
Indiana Department, was called up and the 
ladies sat for four solid hours in earnest dis- 
cussion of the subject. The following report 
was presented by Mesdames Sherwood, Barker 
and Plummer, who were appointed a commit- 
tee to examine the memorial of the Indiana 
delegation:

Sixth—That asthe Woman’s Relief Corps is 
purely and essentially for the advancement of 
soldier charities, local, State and national, 
that all measures consistent with the honor 
and N of an order shall be used to ac- 
complish this purpose. 

Seventh—That we are satisfied by a full 
interview with the official representatives of 
the Department of Indiana G. A. R. and 
Indianapolis artment of W. R. C., that 
they are ful accord with the work of the 
Nationa) Ass jon W. R. O., and are desir- 
ous of working In our ranks; that the irregu- 
larities attending and growing out of the con- 
vention were founded on real grievances and 
an earnest desire to rectify the same.

EX-SENATOR NORWOOD. 

Ex-Senator T. M. Norwood of Georgia ap- 

eared before the Pacific Railroad Commission 
his morning to explain small vouchers for 
considerabie amounts in the possession of the 
Central Pacific Railroad which showed him to 
have received these amounts for services. 
Senator Norwood sald that he never did any- 
thing for the Central Pacific Railroad, but was 
engaged as counsel for the Southerg Pacific. 
In 1878 he had left the Senate and ‘entered 
upon his law practice in Savannah, and 
received word that his services were 
| wauted in Washington. He went on there and 
met Mr. Huntington, with whom he madea 
contract to act as counsel for the Southern 
Pacific Railroad and advance iy interests in the 
South as against Scott's Texas Pacific Rail- 
road. The witness produced a contract drawn 
by Mr. Huntington which provided for the pay- 
ment to Mr. Norwood for his services at the 
rate of $10,666 yearly, with allowances for ex- 
penses. He always made hie ObDills 
against the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, and drew receipts in favor of 
the Central Pacific. Mr. Norwood said he 
knew of no act of wrong on the part of the 
Southern Pacific or its officers, unless it was 
the act of placing these charges on the books 
of the Central Pacific. 

Mr. Cohen said he was glad that Mr. Nor- 
wood had made this criticism, for he had no 
doubt that when the charges were made there 
was a contract by which the Central Pacific 
was receiving the earnings of the Southern 
Pacific and paying ite expenses.

SHARP'S SENTENCE, 


The Doctors Prevent It From Being Car-

NEW YorRK, September 29.—The order of the 
Court in the case of Jacob Sharp was settled 
by the general term of the Supreme Court to- 
day.

The Typothetae of St. Louis Says They Can- 
not Stand the Reduction—President W. 
H. Woodward of the Local Seciety Dis- 
cusses the Situation—Probable Action of 
the Convention—The Importance of the 
Matter—Committeeman Phelps Talks—A 
Compromise Suggested. 


A meeting of the Typothetae of St. Louis, or 
the society of master printers, will be held to- 
morrow evening for the purpose of selecting 
a representative committee for this city to at- 
tend the convention of employing printers 
which will be held in Chicago on October 12 
next. This convention isthe outgrowth of a 
difference between the master printers and 


the Typogra 
what shall constitute a day’s work. At a 
meeting of the Typographical Union held 
at Buffalo, N. Y., last May, it was determined 
that after November 1 the numberof hours 
constituting a day’s work should be changed 
from ten to nine. It was also determined that 
the master printers of the United States should 
be served with asixty days’ notice to this 
effect. This notice was duly served on the 
first day of the present month and some 
action on the matter was deemed mecessary 
by the local Typothetae. The Secretary of the 
Chicago society was communicated with, and 
was requested to issue a call for a convention 
of the employers of the United States and 
Oanada. The ll was issued as requested, 
and reached the city yesterday. 

The importance of the outcome of this affair 
and the decision of the convention next month 
will be understood when it is stated that

would involve almost every 
establishment in the country and would se- 
riously affect this great branch of trade 
throughout the United States and Canada. A 
reporter for the Post-DIsPATCa called on Mr. 
W. H. Woodward, President of the St. Louis 
Typothetae, to-day and asked what, in his 
Opinion, the result of the matter would be 
and what action the Chicago convention 
would take on the demand of the workmen. 
Said he: „From all the information 
that I have been able to secure 
on the subject, 1 think that the 


convention can do but one thing, and that is 
to reject the demand. The printers’ demand, 
in fact, is ten hours’ pay for nine hours’ work. 
This we cannot afford, and this sentiment 
prevails throughout the country. This busi- 
ness is not a paying one by any 
means, and I never knew a man 
who was able to retire with a competency 
made on its profits. Of course we accumulate 
a certain amount of property in it, made up of 
machinery and toois, but for this we pay 100 
cents on the dollar, and if we were to sell it 
we couldn’t get 2. If we acceded to the de- 
mand of the Typographical Union we would 
simply bring ruin upon ourselves, that is all. 
At present we do lots of our work at a dead 
loss. Atleast two leading housesin this city, 
and a score of others do not employ union 
printers and the houses who do are compelled 
to pay union prices and to sell at the prices 
made by these non-union houses. They set 
the pace for us and besides that we are handi- 
capped in a hundred other ways. These are 
the reasons why Ifeei confident that the action 
of the convention will be one refusing the de- 
mand ofthe union. I was once a member of 
the union myself, and I believe in it, and am 
willing to do what is fair and just, but there is 
no object in agreeing to Sn a which 
willshutasup. However, I think the union 
will see it in that light, too, and tliat a com- 
promise will be effected.’’

The Veterans Beginning to Prepare for 
Their Home Trip—Scenes To- Day. 


Capt. H. B. Kerone, acting for the Com- 
mander, Adjutant and Quartermaster of Harry 
P. Harding Post, No. 107, was the only officer 
to be found this morning about Camp Kimball, 
alias Hyde Park. He did the courteous to the 
PostT-DISPATCH reporter in his usual kindly 
fashion, and was heartily regretting that the 
unfavorable weather was hastening the de- 


parture of the veterans. The park, how- 
ever, was still weil-filled, and though the 
large majority of the soldiers of the Grand 
Army will have left Camp Kimball before an- 
other day dawns, yet many are still intend- 
ing, despite the discouraging weather, to stay 
the week out.

The Post-DISPATCH reporter found Jackson 
place, this morning, almost entirely deserted 
by the Grand Army campers. The only tent 
occupied was the headquarters of the Post 
guard of forty men sent to the St. Louis En- 
campment by Wilson Post, No. 1 of Baltimore, 
Md. This was the only body which came here 
well drilled and completely equipped. They 
had purchased new uniforms forthis Encamp- 
ment, but the weather was so bad that they 
appeared in the parade in their fatigue 
uniforms. By special invitation of the 
Commander of the Department of Kansas, 
they took their position at the head of the 
Kansas column and were generally mistaken 
by reporters and peoplefor a Kansas Post. 
They were a magnificent body of men and 
were cheered ail along the lineofmarch. The 
officers are: Capt. Geo. B. Creamer, Licut. 
A. O. Evans, Orderly-Sergeant A. J. Crock- 
ett, Quartermaster-Sergeant Geo. Morgan. 
They leave for home this evening. 

The scene thisjmorning at Carr place was an 
enlivening one. The Iowa and Wisconsin 
boys were comparing notes and renewing old 
friendships with an enthusiasm which 
would have done credit to men of 
balf their years. There was nothing but 
the silvered hair and beard to indi- 
cate that they were not boys again. The en- 
thusiasm and fervor of their patriotism has 
lost nothing of its savor during the quarter 
of a century which has passed since their 
campaigns were ended. Many a veteran who 
bad enlisted from Iowa or Wisconsin, but who 
had not seen the State or his comrades 
for many, many years, now came to 
renew old friendships and to chat over inci- 
dents long passed out of mind, yet not forgot- 
ten. To recall one disgraceful case: Fancy 
half a dozen reputable gentiemen—mercbants, 
lawyers and farmers, all men of standing in 
their communities—gathered together to cel- 
ebrate and jollify over their success twenty- 
five yearsago in shaving the tails of their 
Colonel’s and Adjutant’s horses. And 
they roared as heartily over the fury of 
those officers when the trick was dis- 
covered as it had hagpened yes- 
terday and they were youngsters once more. 
And so they were, in feeling, for the time. A 
few of the lowa and Wisconsin veterans have 
already started for home—more are to leave 
this evening—but many are determined, spite 
of rain and mud, to stay the week out and 
proye that they are as tough, physically, as 
they ever were.

Maxwell Bros.’ Box Factory Badly Gutted— 
Heavy Loss 
CHICAGO, September 29.—A destructive fire 


broke out late last night in the extensive box > 


factory of Maxwell Bros. The blaze started in 
a one-story building that had formerly been a 
stable, but had later been converted into a 
workshop. How the fire originated isa mys- 
tery, as all lights and fires were extinguished 
when the men quit work at 6 o’clock last even- 
ing. Maxwell Bros.’ total loss amounts to 
about $125,000. Almost the whole manufactur- 
ing plant, consisting of a large two-story brick 
building, several one-story buildings and 3 
valuable equipment of machinery were de- 
stroyed.

Labor Legislation. 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

Laws regulating the employment of women 
and children have been passed in Massa- 
chusetts, Alabama, Connecticut, Colorado, 
Louisiana, Maine, Michigan, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsyivania, Rhode Island and West Vir- 
ginia. Factory laws were passed in Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin. Illinois, Missouri, Tennessee and West 
Virginia made laws to secure the safety and 
health of miners. In the matter of wages 
much has been done for the workingmen in 
nearly all the States named, and ia Indiana, 
Nebraska, Texas and Minnesota. Illinois, for 
example, places wages\due for labor per- 
formed for a person within six months previ- 
ous to death in the same class as trust moneys 
in claims against the estate. Manufacturing 
and mining employers must pay employes in 
cash every two weeks in Indiana, while week- 
ly payments are required in this State and 
Connecticut. Preferred liens on property up- 
on which they have worked are given laborers 
in several States, and none of the property of 
a debtor is exempt as against a claim of wages 
in Nebraska. Bureaus of labor statistics have 
been established during the year in Colorado, 
Maine, Minnesota, North Carolinaand Rhode 
Island, and State Boards of Arbitration have 
been established in Massachusetts and New 
York. There has also been much legislation 
in several States affecting prison-made goods 
and convict labor. New York has made it un- 
lawful for any person or corporation to exact 
from an employe an agreement notto join a 
labor organization as acondition of employ- 
ment. 


The Growth of Monopolies. 
From the New York WORLD. 

A Salt Trust’’ is the latest addition to the 
list of monopolies. Itistobe composed of 
sixty-three companies, and its avowed object 
is mutual protection and to keep up 
prices. 

And so the folds of the monopolistic ana- 
condas tighten about the people. The pro- 
duction and the price of the meat upon the 
poor man’s table; of the coal with which it is 
cooked and the salt with which itis seasuned; 
of the oil that supplies him with light®yp-migh 
and the glass that admits the sunshine bi day, 
and of many other necessities, are now fixed 
by a ‘‘pool’’ or a trust. 

The object of all these combinations is to put 
an artificial arbitrary price upon some article 
of universal use by destroying or suspending 
competition. Their effect is to increase the 
cost of living for all the people, limit the choice 
of avocations and the field of enterprise for 
individuals, and to enrich beyond reasonable 
measure a simall band of conspirators. 

Compared with the importance of forbid- 
ding the formation of these irrésponsible 
‘*trusts’’ out of responsible corporations 
and of checking the growth of monopolies and 
of the money power, how insignificant are 
the sham batties of politicians over the offices! 
—how worse than quixotic seem the efforts of 
hobby-riders to abolish poverty by shifting 
taxes!

In this happy country when, during the 
stress of war, internal revenue taxes were laid 
on oil, whisky, tobacco, matches and a great 
number of other articles, equivalent tariff 
taxes were imposed so that the imported 
article should not unfairly compete with the 
taxed domestic production.

The ad- 
vantage of getting cheap foreign productions 
isthus wholly neutrulized by the assessment 
of tzo-ku, and the concession made to foreign- 
ers is rendered worthless. This hint from the 
advanced protectionists in China ought not to 
be lost upon their imitators in the United 
States.

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TERRIBLE ACCIDENT IN THE WM. J, LEMP 
One Man Killed and Five Seriously | 


> 


This morning at T o’clogk a derrick fell in a 
malt-house at Wm. J, Lemp’s brewery, 
Cherokee and Thirteenth streets, killing one 
man and injuring. five others seriously. 
There were no witnesses of tha acci- 
dent except those directly concerned, 
except Anton Michael, the brewery 
boss carpenter under whose direction the 
work was being done that resulted so disas- 
trously. The malt-house ison the Cherokee 
street side of the brewery, directly back of the 
office. It has been three stories high, but was 
being increased to six stories in height. The 
brick work of the new second-story is almost 
complete, andthe iron girders which are to 
form the supports for the first and second 
floors have been put in, except one on the 
west side of the malt- house. The derrick rested 
upon a platform sixty-five feet above the floor 
of the house and was used to hoist the girders 
into position. The two girders upon which 
the derrick rested were not bricked into the 
walls, but were set in holes made for them, 
and fastened temporarily with blocks of 
wood. The derrick was carted forward, and 
was held in that position by guy ropes which 
ran out to the corners of the house and were 
fastened to bricked-in girders. The base of 
the derrick was held in place by 
its Own weight. This morning, when 
work was begun, Mr. Michael attached 
the derrick rope to a heavy truss-girder 
weighing between 1,400 and 1,500pounds, The 
men atthe derrick were given the word, and 
began turning the handles. The rope grew 
taut, and the truss-girder moved siowly about 
fourinches. Itlay to the right of the derrick 
about fifteen feet. The strain on the derrick 


was not direct downward, but downward and 
to the right. As the wel ht shifted the derrick 
base slipped on the wet boards, the two gird- 
ers beneath it turned, bent, fel 
AND DOWN SIXTY-FIVE FEET 

went the platform and men. The derrick fol- 
lowed them until in ite descent it took up all 
the slack ofthe guy ropes. Then it stopped 
and hung suspendeqthirty feet from the floor, 
by those ropes. Mr. Michael esca injury 
being a few feet out of the way of the falling 
timber. As soon as the men fell he rushed into 
the heap, and with the assistance of other 
workmen, who were attracted to the scene by 
the noise, the men were extricated and car- 
ried into a part of the malt-house which 
had been partially finished. As Daniel 
Ohmeis was drawn out was 
found that he was unconscious. He was 
laidon some bags and rags, and remained 
there until the doctors arrived. The other 
men were found to be conscious. Oharies 
Mosser and Albert Schulz were able to walk, 
though evidently badly burt. Chris Schacht 
was found to be hanging by the handle of the 
derrick. With considerable difficulty he was 
rescued and fouud to be uninjured. , He was 
relieved from work for the day and sent to 
bis home at Wyoming and Missouri avenues. 

Dr. Hickman arrived a few minutes after 
the accident and attended to the men who 
wereinjured. He pronounced Ohmeis dead, 
bis neck having been fractured. 

Ferdinand Neumann, who seemed to be suf- 
fering from a complication of injuries, was 
sent to his home before being treated, as it 
was not thought he could live. 

John Kueburtz, whose left leg and right arm 
were broken, was sent to the Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital, as he lived in a boarding- house 
where he could not be cared for. 

Fred Bross was evidently suffering from in- 
ternal injuries and was sent home. 

Chas. Mosser’s right shoulder was dislo- 
cated. He walked to his home on Ninth street, 
near Lynch. 

Albert Schulz was injured about the back 
and limbs. He was taken home. 

ANTON MICHAEL 

told the story of the accident in this way: ‘‘I 
am the ‘boss carpenter’ and superintend all 
construction and improvements in the builda- 
ings. I have occupied the position since 1873 
and none of my workmen have been injure 

before. I have not seen even a blue nail 
among them. We hoisted all those girders 
you can see up there in the mait-house last 
week and had no trouble. We hoisted one 
weighing over 8,000 pounds last week. The 
girder we tried to hoist this 
morning weighed only 1,400 pounds. We 
worked it In exactly the same way we did the 
others. Themen had just begun to move it 
when the girders and platform fell. Ohmeis 
tell on his head and broke his neck. All the 
men fellinaheap. We called in doctors and 
had them taken to their homes or places where 
they were cared for. They were ali married 
men. 

„What caused the derrick’s fall?’’ 

My theory is the boards on which it rested 
were wet and the derrick slipped, the girders 
turned and the whole thing came down.’’ 

The girders in falling scraped — and deep 
lines in the side walls, and punched big holes 
in the brick arched floor. The girders are 
composed of iron plates bolted together and 
trussed with thick iron rods. They were bent 
like cardboard in the fall. 

Brewery Superintendent br ppc said the 
accident was one that could not have been 
avoided in his judgment. The construction 
was carried on in thesame manner as the 
work has been done heretofore, 

Albert Schulz was seen at his home on Ninth 
and Lynch streets. He said the girders in the 
wall were sprung on account of the cold 
weather and did not ‘‘hold’’ enough to sus- 
tain the weight. ‘‘The first thing I knew, 
he says, ‘‘was when I hiton the top of some 
boards after my fall. He is suffering from 
numerous bruises and slight cuts, but no 
bones where broken, and he was reating easy 
an hour after the accident on a heap of feath- 


er beds. 

JOHN KUEBURTZ 
was seen atthe Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 
His face was swollen from injuries, and he 
could nottalk about the accident, 
leg was broken in two places, and his right 
arm in one place. His wife is in the Insane 
Asylum, where she has been four years. His 
four ohllaren are cured for bya sister. His 
recovery is only a question of time. His inju- 
ries, however, arethe most severe of those 
who survived the fall, 

Chris Schacht, who was saved by hanging to 
the derrick bandle, could not give an intelli- 
gent account of the accident. The derrick fell, 
everything went down, and he involuntarilly 
held on to the handle, 

Ferdinand Neuman, one of the carpenters 
employed on the work, was seen. He was on 
the scaffolding when it fell, but received no 
serious injuries. ‘‘The derrick was on a

FRED MAY HAS A CLOSE CALL IN ASERIOUS 
SCRAPE. 


The Fashionable Swell About Town Has a 
Row With Mike Duffy, the Noted New 
Orleans Gambler—A Discussion About 
Mrs. Langtry the Cause of the Trouble— 
Detective Sergeant Hickey Knocks Out

New York, September 2%.—That imper- 
turbable and blase man about town, Fred 
May, has had gbout as close a callin one of 
his numerous’ escapades up-tow as he has 
ever had and get clear with his life. He has 
pulled himself out of a good many scrapes, 
but the last one was considerably more dan- 
gerous at one period of the row than any of 
his recent escapades. Perhaps the best 
known of New York gamblers and aman who 
never speaks in superlative said of the mat- 
ter last night: 

„May came as near losing his life as pos- 
sible, considering the fact that he was not 
touched. He was nearertothe verge than I 
ever want to be. 

The row was in Valkenburgh’s saloon, 
which is next door to the Hoffman House and 
under the Albemarie Hotel, and the principals 
were Fred May and Mike Duffy. May is a man 
of stalwart build, powerful physique and 
equable manners. He is a man ot the world 
in every sense, has hosts of friends, and 
despite no end of talk he is unquestionably a 
man of high personal courage. Mis name has 
been familiar all over America ever since his 
duel with James Gordon Bennett, and though 
he never seeks notoriety he is constantly 
fizuring in the small talk of the town. He is 
in no sense a poser. He does not frequent 
first nights, sit in prominent hotel win- 
dows, back pugilists, dress gaudily, or 
adopt the means of numerous young 
men about town who yearn for 
notoriety and fame. His last escapade was 
smashing in the door of an inoffensive citizen 
named Bates, who lived in the Berkley apart- 
ment house, Newport, and chasing the said 
Bates about two miles up Bellevue avenue 
without giving that gentleman any more time 
to assume any more pronounced or dignified 
attire than his night shirt. Mr. May was as- 
sisted in his lark by a stout person named Ray 
Miller. As they smaghed about $1,000 worth 
of the furniture of the luckless Bates and 
otherwise abused him, the matter got into the 
newspapers, and Mr. Ray Miller was very 
thoroughiy scourged. Fred Muay, however, 
came away 

WITH FLYING COLORS, AS USUAL. 

Mike Duffy is regarded as the most danger- 
ous man in New Orleans. No man who has 
been in the Creole city can fail to appreci- 
ate the sway of the crack gambler of that 
town, where gamblers are men of promi- 
nence. Duffy isa man about 33 years old, of 
erect carriage and handsome presence. He 
dresses faultlessly, 1s slim, dignified and quiet. 
He wears a mustache and his face is illumin- 
ated by a pair of eyes that are often talked 
about in the South. He is a typical gambler, 
cold, calm, resolute and dangerous. He is 
here on a visit, and he sat in Valkenburgh’s 
saloon ata very early bour yesterday morn- 
ing, while several friends were drinking, when 
Fred Muy waiked in. Detective-Ser- 
geant Hickey, Harry Perry, Paul 
Arthur, the actor, and half 0 
dozen men about tuwn were entertaining 
Duffy after the customary fashion. May joined 
the group. He was introduced to the South- 
ern gambler, but he either did not catch his 
name or he did notknow who be was. After 
talking a while the men fell to trying different 
feats of strength, such as putting down arms, 
twisting coins, lifting chairs and the like. In 
all these contests May’s tremendous muscles 
placed him ahead of the others. He forced 
the arm of Detective Hitkey, who isa man of 
powerful build, to the table as though he was 
dealing with a child. Duffy sat and smoked 
ashe watched these different amusements, 
and finally somebody mentioned the name of 
Mrs. Langtry and the crowd fell to discussing 
the latest creation of the Jersey Lily, ‘‘As in 
a Leoking-Giass.’’ 

sae THE ROW. 

After they had talked a few minutes 
drew himself up and dr his fist 
table, said

Duffy leaned forward with bis elbows on the 
table and stared directly into the eyes of May, 
and both the men sat looking at each other 
while the others pushed their chairs back from 
the table. There was a moment’s silence and 
then May said, tauntingly: 

Oh, no you won't.’ 

Jes, 1 will,’’ said the other. 

Nou are a liar,’’ shouted the New Yorker. 

The men jumped to their feet and Sergt. 
Hickey threw himself on May who jumped 
towards Duffy. Capt. Morgan, who was also 
in the group, took Duffy’s arm, attempted to 
draw him away, and asked him not to make a 
row inthe place. Duffy shook him loose and 
walked up in front of May who towered above 
him and said to ag woe and the other nen who 
were holding May back: 

Let go of the big st ff. He isa rank coward 
and a lar. He is afraid you will let him go, 
and the whole thing is a bluff. It you take 
your hands off him he won't come near me. 

He stood within half a foot of May’s face and 
taunted him in the quietest manner in the 
world. Men who know Duffy made up their 
minds that the jig wasup with May, for there 
is no question about the tactics of a man who 
has made the reputation that Dufly has in a 
land where the revolver is the gambler’s 
Bible. The others held May back and forced 
him slowly toward the door, while Duffy 
walked slowly alter him taunting and insult- 
ing him as he went. Finally the proprietor of 
the place got a hearing, and the men were 
hurried apart and taken away by their friends. 

ONE MAN HIT. 

Harry Perry, the well-known sporting man, 
and Detective Hickey stood for a moment by 
the bar after the crowd had surged out of the 
door when suddenly their voices arose in 
angry pitch and Hickey struck Perry over the 
mouth and knocked him against the bar. The 
row had already brought two policemen to the 
spot, but as everybody in the crowd was 
known and everybody had a pull, the police- 
men were somewhat coniused. Perry was 
knocked over against the bar by the blow 
from Hickey, and when he recovered himself 
called in the policemen and had the sergeant 
arrested. The policemen were at first reluc- 
tant to take a detective of the Central office 
into custody, but Perry, too, seemed to 
have a pull“ and finally Hickey was carted 
off up the street, followed by a portion of the 
crowd. Perry was almost beside himself with 
ruge, but before they had gone two blocks his 
friends had got him to release Hickey, and 
the crowd meited away into different direc- 
tions. One of the typical midnight rows of 
New York cameto anend without slaughter, 
and with only one man hit. But at least one 
man in the group ran a bigger risk than he has 
ever run before, though it is doubtful if he 
knew it at the time. Mr. May’s chances of 
getting winged seem to be improving.
